Canada’s First War Loan, which 
was offered to the public on Monday, 
has met with ready response by the 
ctizens of the country and the first 
day almost sixty por cent of the $200,- 
000,000 war loan had been taken up. 
The books of the loan will be closed 


_|at the discression of the government, 


but the small investor is being given 
a chance to participate in the invest- 
ment and his application for bonds 
will be treated with the same careful 
handling as the larger subscriptions. 
The new ioan bears interest at the 
tate of 3 1-4 per cent and will be re- 
deemed over a five year period, com- 
mencing February 1, 1948, when 20% 
of the purchace price will be paid. 

The proceeds of the First War Loan 
will be used by the Government to 
finance expenditures for war purposes. 
Bonds will be in denominations of $50, 
$100, $500 and $1,000, 

The subscrintion lists, which opened 
on January 15th, will remain open for 
not longer than two weeks, and any- 
one wishing to participate in a sound 
investment such as this should make 
their application immediately to the

Dr. L. H. Newman, the Dominion | 
Cerealist, recently stated that 2,800} 
farmers in Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan have now reported to the Domin- 
ion Exper!mental Farms on their prac- 
tical experience with the new rust- 
resistant wheat variety, “Regent” (a 
product of the Dominion Rust Re-| 
search Laboratory), grown in 1939 
and in comparison with other varieties | 
sown alongside, 

The farmers’ 
are as follows: 

Yield—Regent gave an excellent ac- 
count of itself, 

Grasshonpers—Regent and Thatcher 
suffered less damage from grasshop- 
pers than Renown, Reward, Marquis. 

Stooling—It is a vigorous — stooler 
and so a good fighter against weeds. 

Straw Strength—Very strong at the 
base of the plant, but not quite as 
flexible as Thatcher towards the top. 
Should be a good combine variety. 

Appearance of Kernel—Color and 
plumpness were better than Thatcher 
but not quite equal to Renown, but 
this was considered a bad season for 
Regent. 

Threshing—Regent 
easily. 

Resistance to Spring Frosts — A 
number of growers reported that the 
Thatcher stood the early June frosts 
better than other varieties, but Regent 
also was favorably commented upon. 

Future Outlook—‘Judged by these 
reports”, says Dr. Newman, “Regent 
will be grown extensively in 1940, and 
would appear to be a variety that has 
a very definite future.”

Will Speed Up Treatment 


Colored Tags Indicate Seriousness Of 
Air Raid Casualties 

Under the direction of the Ministry 
of Health, London hospitals have im- 
provised casualty clearing stations 
where air-raid “stretcher cases” will 
be labelled with baggage tags, the 
color or colors of which will indicate 
the treatment necessary. 

This time-saving plan provides 
that diagnoses shall be made as soon 
as possible after the arrival of cas- 
ualties at the “reception bay” of a 
clearing station. The tags are to be 
attached on the basis of these diag- 
nosis, 

A red tag means an emergency 
operation, a green tag with a red 
circle in the centre calls for an oper- 
ation of minor character, a pink tag 
with a diagonal blue line indicates 
that the case is to be dispatched 
directly to a ward, a yellow tag with 
a diagonal cross in red books the 
patient for an X-ray examination 
and a blue tag calls for resuscitation 
by blood transfusion or other means. 
Where a patient requires both resusci- 
tion and an emergency operation, 
two tags are used, a blue one and 
a red one. 

Strict instructions are given that 
the tags shall be tied to some part 
of the patient's body. To attach 
them to the strecher or the patient's 
clothing would be to risk separation 
of tag and patient. ©

Solar Eclipse 


Assemblage Of Planets In 1940 Will 
Not Recur For Many Years 

Two solar eclipses and a rare 
grouping of five planets in the west- 
ern sky are part of the astronomical 
show for 1940, not including possible 
surprise appearance of and 
meteor showers. 

“In the closing days of February | 
all five of the planets known to man) 
prior to 1781 will be visible to the| 
unaided eye at the same time in the 
western sky,” says Dr. Robert Aitken’ 
in a current astronomical bulletin. 

“Mars, Saturn and Venus will form 
a flat triangle at the head of the line 
and Jupiter and Mercury extend it 
to the western horizon. This assem- 
blage of planets is as unusual as it is 
beautiful and will not recur for many 
years. 

“Venus will pass Jupiter Feb. 20 
and for an evening or two about that 
time the two planets will resemble 
a wide, remarkably brilliant and 
beautiful double star, with Venus six 
times as bright as Jupiter.”

High Powered Telescopes 


Have Binoculars That Enables A 
Person To See Around Corners 

The British government, realizing 
the optical industry is important in 
national defence, took steps to protect 
it after the First Great War. That 
policy has borne fruit and the indus- 
try’s products are described as equal 
to any in the world. 

One factory makes high-powered 
binoculars, telescopes that enable a 
person to see around corners, power- 
ful lenses of the type used in the 
cameras with which the Royal Air 
Force photographs Germany, gun 
sights, and ‘magic lanterns” that 
throw on a wall enormous natural- 
colored photographs of anything 
placed inside them. 

It took two years to work out the 
mathematics of that powerful lens 
which consists of five different kinds 
of class. The lens makes it possible 
to photograph 50 square miles of ter- 
ritory from a height of 22,000 feet. |

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GERMAN PLANES | Reeri Reinforcements 


MAKE RAIDS ON 
BRITISH COAST 


London.—-High-flying German war- 
planes dodged British fighters and 
anti-aircraft fire in a series of raids 
from the east coast of Scotland down 
to the Thames estuary. 

Thousands of people* ignored the 
danger and stood in the streets 
watching puffs of smoke from ground 
guns until pursuit planes chased the 
German machines out to sea. 

Coinciding with the raids were 
two incidents which may foreshadow 
important developments in the war. 
The London tanker El Oso, 7,267 tons, 
struck a mine in the Irish sea, the 
first vessel to be blown up by a mine 
off the west coast of Britain. It 
was probable that the mine was laid 
by a German submarine and it may 
reflect a new policy by the German 
navy to cut off Britain’s vital over- 
seas connections, The El Oso's crew 
of 36, several of whom were injured, 
was landed at an unidentified port. 

An unidentified Italian ship sank 
after striking a mine off the east 
coast. Thirty-one aboard were res- 
cued. Crowds on the coast saw the 
ship mined and only a mile away a 
trawler was being attacked by a Ger- 
man plane, The trawler was dam- 
aged, but was able to proceed under 
her own power. 

A Reuters news agency despatch 
from Rome said the sunken Italian 
ship was the 5,123-ton Traviata. 

The crew of 17 of the British ship 
Leonard Pearce, 1,571 tons, was res- 
cued by a pilot boat after the ship 
sank in collision with another vessel.

Expert With Microscope 

When new uses for rubber latex 
are developed commercially some of 
the credit will go to Miss Anna K, 
Marshall, a microscopist, who is find- 
ing in the scientific study of the fluid 
a fascinating project. She is pursu- 
ing her investigation as a matter of 
pure research, but since many revela- 
tions for the advancement of indus- 
trial technology have had a similar 
beginning it is considered probable 
that this work will have an import 
ant bearing on extending the uses of 
latex. 

For twenty-one years she has 
worked as a scientist for the com- 
pany, a term which recently made 
her eligible to The Pioneers. 

Her work as a microscopist in- 
cludes also the examination of metals 
and a study of the nature of fungus 
growths which occasionally attack 
telephone poles. The application of 
creosote under pressure to the poles 
has reduced this hazard to a mini- 
mum. 

It is, however, in the metallurgical 
field that Miss Marshall finds her 
keenest interest. The reflection that an 
undiscovered incipient failure in the

| stirred her to a vital concern for this 
|phase of her work. Her ambition is 
to experiment fully at some time 
with the architecture of living cells
